Report of the Municipal Council. 


The following is » copy of the report prepared 
by a Special Committee of the Municipal Council 
and submitted to the Governor on Wednesday 
last :-— : 

To ,HIS EXCELLENCY FREDERICK SEYMOUR, GOVER- 
NOR OF: BRITISH COLUMBIA, 


The Municipal Council of the city of New 

Westminster would most respectfully ask that 

Your Excellency will be pleased to grant out of 

the colonial revenue a sum of money to enable 

them to meet present and pressing liabilities, and 
also to carry out certain contemplated and neces- 
sary improvements. 

In order, if necessary, to strengthen our posi- 
tion and justify this request we would humbly 
submit for Yoor Excellency’s consideration the 
following statement of payments already made 
by the inhabitants of this city on account of pur- 
chasing and clearing the lots, and improving the 
streets of the city, viz :

Although this large amoont has been received 
by self-imposed rates and expended with what 
judgment the Council possessed, yet, owing: to 
the magnitude and difficulty of the work to be 
performed. comparatively little has been accom 
lished. 
. Duting the past Manicipal year improvements 
that were absolutely necessary not only for the 
nee and occupation of certain portions of theeity, 
but for the safety and protection of both public 
and private property therein, were undertaken to 
such an extent.as to leave upon the Municipality 
a debt of $1987 50e. The current incidental ex- 
j for the year are estimated at $2,650, 
which, after paying off our liabilities, will leave 
of the present year’s revenue only $3,722 8lc.

To cover this expenditure we have now avail- 
able, as already stated, only $3,722 8lc., leaving 
& balance, still anprovided for, of $8,077 19c. 

Wé are farther encouraged to prefer this re- 
quest from » consideration of the fact that it was 
a distinct understanding between the Government 
and the original purchasers that the streets 
would be cleared owt of the purchase money. 
Out of the whole amount paid we have only re- 
ceived for that purpose $9,277 in cash, besides a 
small amount in scrip. 

In addition to the smount necessary for cleat- 


a considerable sum is required yearly to keep 
them in repair. This, with the current expenses, 
absotbs s very large proportion of our yearly 
revenue. Since the suburban plot has been brought 
within the city limits our small revenve is neces- 
ssrily spread over a very large territory, thus 
rendering the amount which it is possible to sp- 
propriate to any one street almost useless, 
We would further represent to Your Excel- 
lency that the property of the city is already as- 
sessed as highly ag the inhabitants are able to 
bear, and that unless some more extended pow- 
ers gre granted us for the purpose of raising « 
revenue by some means other than by direct rate 
upon property it will be impossible to keep in 
thorough repair the improvements already made, 
much less to extend the improvements su as at 
all to keep pace with the requirements of the city.

A terrific hyfricane occurred at’ Calcutta ou 
the 5th Pwiken Of two hundred ships in the 
Hooghly uineteea were: totally lost, and of the 
remainder only twenty were reported seaworthy. 
One hundred and gy fifty were driven trom their 
moorings and stran ed. There was no serious 
loss of Kuropean lives. It is believed that the 

greater portion of the cargoes will be saved. 
There is much excitement at Lloyd’s in view of 
the heavy losses. 

The allies silenced the Japanese forts and for- 

bly passed thropgh the Straits of Simonski 
with trifling loss. The Japanese had soed for 
peace. 

Paris papers publish a telegram from Calcutta, 
giving the following details of destruction by the 
Jate hurricane :—110 ships were wrecked and 
12,000 persons drowned. The total loss is es- 
timated at 200,000,000 francs. Tbe greater por- 
tion of Calcutta was inundated. The villages 
‘bordering on the river are ander water. 

The Jura, from Quebec, ran aground at Crog- 
by’s Point, at the entrance of the river Mersey, 
on the morning of the 3rd, at bigh water. As 
the tide receded she was left high and dry, and 
parted in the middle. The mails, passengers and 
crew were landed safely. The weather was calin 
and hazy at the time of the disaster. The pilot 
mistook the lights. Efforts will be made to float 
the ship in two pieces and tow her to her dock, 
six miles distant, She was aninsored. 

The Index, Confederate organ in London, gives 
the following relative to the capture of the Flur- 
ida: The Confederate ‘authorities in Loudon 
have received a telegraphic despatch, dated Lis- 
bon, from Capt. Morris, commander of the Flor- 
ida, stating that she was captured on October 
17th by. the Federal steamer Wachusett, while 
ip the barbor of Babia, Brazil. At the time of 
the capture she was lying ander the guns of the 
Brazilian forts and fleet. Captain Morris. was on 
shore, He is now ou the steamer Magduleya, 
bound from Southampton to Nova Scotia. 

The Jnvalide Russe asserts that the visit of 
the Czar to his nigce is simply an act of courtesy, 
devoid of any political object. Russia prefers 
liberty of action, and desires no alliances. ' 

The Emperor of Rassia arrived at Potsdam, 
Prassia, on Nov, 2ud, on a visit to the King. 

New York, Nov. 15.—This evening’s Post 
says : According to accoants from the coutinent, 
the idea of a European Congress is again on the 
tapis. ‘The principal object is stated to be the 
question of Rome and Italy. France, Russia 
and Prussia have agreed upon the subject. The 
Emperor Napoleon calculates apon the adhesion 
of King Leopold, of Belgiam, and it is reported 
that he has nearly overcome the objections of 
England and Aostria, Should all this be accom- 
plished, general disarmament will be the result 
of the Congress and secure to Europe, 

The Herald’s' Vienna letter says that the Aus- 
trian force for Mexico consists of 3,700 men, 
which will be increased to 7,000. Many Polish 
refugees have enlisted. These troups will leave 
for Mexico in January. 

Care Race, Nov. 12.—The Nova Scotia, with 
dates from Liverpool to the 3rd, and Londondrery 
to the 4th, bas arrived. It was thooght the 
steamer Laurel, from Liverpool, had transferred 
her arms and ammauitiun to the steamer New 
Alabama, off Madeira. — The London Herald de- 
nounces the capture of the Florida in indignant 
terms, and says if the Washington Government 
does not release her all the maritime powers have 
a right to interfere. The Times says the capture 
of the Florida in the barbor of a friendly State, 
is simply an act of piracy.
